The 
title of empress of India is a stylish one 
and befitting the sovereign of the Brit- 
ish Kmpire.

As hens, turkeys, gin^c and dneks 
lire not provided with incisor, canine 
or molar teeth, it is folly to feed bones 
te them unless thc hard MMMMMm 
first reduced to small fragments. — 
Fresh Imnes are valuable Mai for 
poultry of any sort, provided the frag- 
ment* are so small that they can swal- 
low them. Once iu the crop of a fow l, 
bits of bones will soon lie changed iuto 
soft and palatab'e food. Our own 
practice is to have a dish iu the kitch- 
en specially to receive the bones that 
are purchased with the lieefsteak, mut- 
ton and otlier meat. Then every ihiy 
these pieces are Liken to a chopping 
block, and, with an old ax, having a 
sharp, cutting edge, they are crushed 
w ith the head of the ax ami cut into 
piece* not larger than kernels of 
Indian corn.
